COUNCIL RULES.OUT 




1 HARLOW Council has ruled out launch¬ 
ing a last-gasp attempt to block plans to 
' build hundreds of new homes on fields 
1 bordering Old Harlow. 

The authority had been considering whether to 
seek a judicial review of the Government’s decision 
I to approve the Gilden Way project but ditched the 
I idea after advisors warned it could cost taxpayers up 
| to £100,000 - with no guarantee of success. 

It means developers - who were last month 
I granted outline planning permission for the multi¬ 
million pound scheme despite fierce opposition 
] from local residents, Harlow Council and MP 
Robert Halfon - can now start work on transform¬ 
ing the 49-hectare site into a sprawling new housing 
development. 

Speaking after councillors debated the matter at 
I a meeting on Thursday night, council leader Mark 
j Wilkinson said the authority could not justify 
spending such a large amount of taxpayers’ money 
i the chances of overturning the decision were

so slim. 

“This is a reluctant decision as we know the 
strength of feeling there is in the 
local community,” he told the Star. 

“We have to listen to the expert legal 
advice and we had to make a diffi¬ 
cult decision. We owed it to all res¬ 
idents to consider this very careful¬ 
ly and that’s what we have done.” 

He added: “The council will be 
making the Secretary of State 
aware of its extreme disappoint¬ 
ment. I believe he has gone 
against his principles of localism 
and he has clearly not listened to 
the wishes of local people but 
unfortunately not grounds we 
could successfully appeal on. 


“There is a need for housing in the town but the 
infrastructure needs to be provided to support the 
future regeneration and growth of Harlow and the 
location properly considered and locally deter¬ 
mined through the Local Plan process, not by 
Government.” 

Harlow Civic Society chairman 
Stan Newens, who has been at 
the forefront of a public cam¬ 
paign against the development 
ever since the plans were first 
mooted, said he could understand 
why the council had decided 
against seeking a judicial review. 

“Of course I’m disappointed but 
the council were in an impossible 
position,” he said. “If they had cho¬ 
sen to push ahead with the judicial 
review, they would be risking an 
awful lot of taxpayers’ money, so 


I’m not going to criticise them for deciding against 
it. 

“I now plan to call an urgent meeting of the civic 
society sub-committee to discuss the possibility of 
pursuing a judicial review of our own, although this 
will obviously be dependent on funding. 

“What remains absolutely clear is that the 
Secretary of State’s decision to approve this devel¬ 
opment is a travesty of democracy; no-one other 
than the developers wanted these homes there.” 

Mr Halfon has also been vocal in his opposition 
to the plans, and this week told the Star he was 
“sympathetic” towards the council’s predicament. 

“It was a difficult position for the council to be 
in, so although I’m disappointed I can understand 
why they have decided against it,” he said. 

“The problem is that the system is currently 
weighted in favour of the developers. I’m very 
unhappy that this development is now set to go 
ahead against the wishes of local people.”

£500k payout for 
amputee patient 


A MAN who lost the lower half of one 
leg after a blood clot was misdiagnosed 
as a torn muscle has won a £500,000 
pay-out from Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital. 

Russell Hession (53), who had previously 
been treated for a blood clot on the lung in 
2004, started to develop severe pains in his 
arms and legs in September 2010. 

“I couldn’t walk five yards without unbear¬ 
able pain,” he told the Star. “I went to my GP 
as I had previously had blood clots in my lung

so I was very concerned about that and my 
family’s medical history of blood clots. 

“I went to the hospital to check the pain out 
with a letter from my GP explaining every¬ 
thing. The A&E department did a few tests but 
that was it.” 

An initial examination and observations 
showed Mr Hession’s blood pressure, pulse and 
temperature were normal, but when the pain 
continued he returned to the hospital for re¬ 
assessment. 

Further tests suggested a clot was forming 
and an ultrasound procedure was then car¬ 
ried out to check for deep vein thrombosis, 
but he was sent home when the results came 
back negative. 

By December 2010 the pain had got so 
bad that Mr Hession was forced to return to 
the A&E department in a wheelchair. 
However, he was told he had most probably 
tom a leg muscle and, despite asking for fur¬ 
ther tests to be carried out, he was sent home 
with two paracetamol tablets. 

“The doctor said it was a tom muscle but 
I didn’t believe him as I couldn’t even walk,” 
said Mr Hession. “I asked to stay at the hos¬ 
pital longer and get more tests done. He said 
no and that I needed to see a muscle doctor 
before sending me on my way with some 
painkillers.” 

Days later Mr Hession, who lives in 
Ongar, returned to his GP, who noted that his 
right leg was very pale. When he failed to 
detect a pulse, he sent him back to PAH with 
a letter outlining his concerns. 

A subsequent clinical examination at 
A&E confirmed that the blood supply to the 
leg had been severely restricted and a con¬ 
sultant vascular surgeon told Mr Hession he 
would have to have his leg amputated. 

“I had lots of people come and see me and 
then leave,” he said. “Then they said to me 
that they had to amputate my leg. I think the 
words they used were ‘we need to have your 
leg off’. 

“I begged them to do something else first, 
anything to save my leg.” 

Mr Hession was admitted to hospital for 
medication, further tests and a complex 
alternative operation over Christmas 2010.

Although the was then discharged in early 
January 2011, he continued suffering from 
severe pain. By the following month, Mr 
Hession was left with no choice but to agree 
to the amputation. 

“I was absolutely devastated to have lost 
my leg,” he said, “I just felt so angry; I still 
feel angry and bitter. It just seemed to me as 
if no one at A&E was interested or particu¬ 
larly concerned with me. They seemed not 
have the time. I felt I was being a nuisance.” 

After receiving legal advice from Harlow- 
based law firm Attwaters Jameson Hill, Mr 
Hession decided to pursue a clinical negli¬ 
gence claim against the hospital and this 
week received a £500,000 damages payout 
after the hospital admitted its failings. 

His solicitor, David Kerry, told the Star: 
“Princess Alexandra Hospital admitted that 
failures in my client’s care resulted in the loss 
of his leg. This shocking case highlights the 
failings that are regularly taking place in the 
NHS with tragic consequences.” 

A spokesman for the PAH NHS Trust said 
the quality of its services had been improved 
since Mr Hession’s ordeal. 

“We are sorry that the level of care Mr 
Hession received was not of the same stan¬ 
dard that other patients receive when coming 
to our hospital,” he said. “Although this was 
an exceptionally rare occurrence, we have 
improved the quality of our services since 
this incident took place in 2010. 

“We have redesigned A&E and increased 
the number of doctors and nursing staff to 
ensure patients receive the quality of care 
they expect.” 


Woman hit in face by house raid gang 


A WOMAN was attacked 
and robbed by three men who 
barged their way into her 
home. 

The incident happened at a 
property in Copshall Close, 
Harlow, at 1.30pm last Mon¬ 
day (December 17). 

The victim had just opened 
the door when her assailants, 


who were all wearing bala¬ 
clavas, knocked her to the 
floor before hitting her in the 
face. They then searched the 
house before making off with 
a three-figure sum of money. 

Det Con Georgette Beckett 
said: “This incident happened 
during daylight hours and I 
am hoping someone was in 


the area and noticed these 
men hanging about. 

“We want to know if any¬ 
one saw them rushing off or 
spotted any vehicles in the 
area.”

Need for a first class advice 
service is greater than ever 


SIR, Harlow Labour Party members, trades 
unionists and others spent many a cold 
Saturday night standing outside the News 
International printworks in Wapping 
throughout 1986 in support of 5,500 
printworkers sacked by Rupert Murdoch’s 
company. 

Twenty-six years later it seems the ruling 
Labour group on Harlow Council is 
attempting to emulate the notorious media 
magnate. 

Having closed the Advice Centre and 
dismissed all those who worked there, it has 
issued an invitation to suitable organisations 
to submit tenders to provide a replacement 
advice service. 

Whereas Murdoch provoked a strike by the 
unions so that that the entire News 
International workforce could be dismissed, 
Harlow Council apparently refused to allow 
Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice Service to 
pay off its relatively small debt in instalments 
and thus, it would seem, manufactured an 
excuse to dismiss the Advice Centre staff. 

The council’s aim appears to be to implement 
a cut in public services. 

A replacement service would be cheaper and, 
therefore, inferior to that provided by Harlow 
Welfare Rights and Advice Service. 
Experienced professionals who have given 
years of sterling service to the people of the 
town have been treated with cynical contempt. 
The level of deprivation in Harlow is 
increasing thanks to the recession and the 
vicious attacks on the working class being 
implemented by the coalition government. 

The rate of unfair dismissals is unlikely to 
fall, thus the need for the first class advice 
that HWRAS provided will increase in the 
coming months and years. 

I’m sure that those in Harlow who worked 
hard to keep alive the Labour Party flame 
during the dark days of the Thatcher 
hegemony of the 1980s did not do so in order 
to provide an opportunity for a bunch of 
shameless know-nothing careerists to destroy 
one of the finest institutions in the town. 
Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice Service 
was something with which everyone who 
lives, works, or studies in the town could be 
proud to be associated. We want it back now.

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Police search goes on 
for missing partygoer

POLICE are this week continuing 
their search for a man who went miss¬ 
ing from his firm’s Christmas party 
over the weekend. 

Edward Gillespie (38) was last seen in the 
early hours of Saturday leaving Henderson’s 
Bar & Grill at Roydon Marina Village. 

He had booked in to stay overnight at the 
holiday park’s hotel, but when he failed to 
return to his home in Luton the following day 
concerned relatives reported him missing. 

Essex Police began searching the area on 
Sunday evening after finding Mr Gillespie’s 
car parked outside the hotel, which is located 
just yards from the function suite where the 
party was held. 

His bed had not been slept in and his 
belongings were still in his room. 

The force’s marine unit, helicopter and 
other specialist search teams have been comb¬ 
ing the marina and the River Stort over the 
Christmas period but, as the Star went to press 
yesterday, had yet to find any trace of Mr 
Gillespie, who was last wearing blue jeans, a 
blue and grey chequered long sleeved top and 
green trainers. 

Chief Inspector David Colwell, of Essex 
Police, said officers were “extremely con¬ 
cerned” for Mr Gillespie’s welfare. 

“The search is continuing with the support 
of the Essex Police helicopter, our marine unit 
and specialist teams,” he said. “The teams will 
also be involved in searching more remote 
areas, waterways, boats and nearby caravans.

“We want to hear from anyone who might 
have seen him, possibly walking around out¬ 
side the hotel in the early hours of Saturday, 
and we also appeal to all dog walkers or ram¬ 
blers to look out for Mr Gillespie, especially if 
they are walking across the open and remote 
areas in and around Roydon.” 

Police, who have been examining CCTV 
from the hotel, have now extended the serach 
upstream towards the power station in 
Hoddesdon. 

Family and friends have been using social 
networking sites Twitter and Facebook to 
organise searches and spread the word. A post 
on video sharing website YouTube about Mr 
Gillespie’s disappearance has also attracted 
more than 6,500 views. 

Friend Daniel Salmon, who joined the 
police search on Christmas Eve, said Mr 
Gillespie's disappearance was “totally out of 


character”. 

“We were supposed to be meeting up for 
pre-Christmas drinks in Luton on Saturday,” 
he said. “When Ed didn’t turn up we thought 
he must have just got held up somewhere or 
come down with a cold, so we weren’t overly 
concerned at that point. 

“But when we found out that he hadn't 
returned home over the weekend, we all start¬ 
ed to worry. It’s just not like Ed to wander off 
somewhere without telling someone first, 
especially at this time of year. It’s totally out of 
character.” 

Friend Simon O’Reilly, who was out 
searching the area on Christmas Day, added: 
“It’s just awful. He’s such a nice bloke, the sort 
of guy you want to be friends with.” 

Anyone with any information about Mr 
Gillespie’s whereabouts should call Harlow 
police on 101.

Reporter Leanne Ehren 
pushed herself to the 
limit on an emotional 
journey along the 
magnificent Peruvian

S TANDING together, hand 
in hand, 20 people who 
have just one thing in 
common are spellbound as 
they watch the sun rise over 
the sacred town of Machu 
Picchu. 

Tears silently running down many 
cheeks, I find it hard to stifle my 
sobs as the ashes of Sian Drew are 
scattered on the worn surface of the 
Sungate and beams of golden light 
shine down on us all. 

It suddenly brings home what we 
are all doing, why a handful of 
people who never knew each other 
one week earlier have just spent the 
last four days hiking through the 
Andes along the Peruvian Inca Trail

The first day of our trek was 
relatively straightforward, covering 
about 12km over six or so hours. 

We were still passing by the houses 
of a few locals who live along the 
trail and seeing other groups. The 
route is visa-controlled and 
restricted to 500 people each day, 
which meant that although we saw 
other groups it was by no means 
crowded. 

One of the most amazing things 
about this trip were the chaskis, our 
local Peruvian porters. Not only did 
they carry our sleeping equipment, 
but also everything needed to set 
up our camp and cook us the most 
amazing food. 

To arrive at camp and find a 
pitched dining tent half way up a 
mountain - complete with tables 
and chairs - is one thing, but to 
then eat some of the freshly cooked 
flavoursome food prepared with 
nothing other than what they can 
carry on their backs is just 
incredible. 

Every night was cold and it was 
always an early start in the 
morning, but with the chaskis 
waiting outside your tent with coca 
leaf tea, and pancakes in the mess 
tent, well, even if it was 5 am, we 
were off to a wonderful start. 

Day two was by far the longest and 
hardest day, climbing more than 
1,000m in four hours to our highest 
point at Dead Woman’s Pass at 
4,200m. 

Each walker went at their own pace 
with nearly two hours difference 
between the first and last person 
arriving at the peak. I was 
somewhere in the middle and spent 
a lot of time by myself counting 
steps to keep focused. When I hit 
about 4,000m the altitude really hit 
me. ‘Why is the sky pink?’ is all I 
kept asking myself. I stopped, 
drank lots of water and took it slow. 
And I made it, to the sound of a 
rapturous applause from those who 
had already reached the summit. 
And boy was the view worth it. You

could see snow-capped mountains 
for miles around, although it started 
to get pretty chilly pretty quickly. I 
felt so close to the sun and clouds. 
Walking down was taxing on the 
brain, carefully stepping, one foot 
in front of the other. It was so easy 
to slip, but at that height it’s worth 
keeping a firm grip on those 
walking poles. 

The third day was again a tough 
downhill day with what felt like 
hours of continual slogging. I 
welcomed with open arms any 
uphill piece of land I came across, 
just to give my knees and ankles a 
rest. 

The beautiful Machu Picchu 
Canyon finished off the day. The 
last campsite was crowded as 
dozens of groups crammed in to be 
at the front of the line when the 
gates opened to the path the 
following day. 

Queuing under the starry sky with 
our headtorches on, waiting for the 
gatekeepers to let us on to our final 
path, was a slightly torturous, yet 
somehow magical experience. But 
when we were let through, boy did 
we walk fast. 

We were racing against the sunrise 
solidly for nearly two hours, to 
reach the Sungate and finally watch 
the rays shine down upon Machu 
Picchu. 


Trail and shared a memory to last a 
lifetime. 


It’s all part of the fight against 
breast cancer.

Sian (50) - a mother-of-one from 
Hornchurch who I never met - lost 
her own battle with breast cancer in 
June last year, just weeks after 
returning from a similar trip to 
Peru. She raised more than £5,000 
for breast cancer clinical trials at 
princess Alexandra Hospital by 
trekking the Inca Trail. 

Her 14-year-old daughter, Megan 
Drew, joined a fundraising trek in 
Mont Blanc in July and raised a 
further £2,825. 

After seeing the beauty that lay 
before us all, I could understand 
why Sian wanted her ashes 
scattered here. 


It has not been an easy walk to get 
here by any means. We smell, 
we are tired and have 
not showered in days, 
but as I look around 
every single person is 
at peace in this 
spiritual land. 

For our group of 16 
fundraisers, led by 
cancer surgeon Ashraf 
Patel and joined by a 
doctor, trek leader and 
three Peruvian tour 
guides, the journey 
started back in Cusco 
when our tiny aeroplane 
landed - and I couldn’t 
breathe! 


I had spent three months training 
hard to get myself into shape for 
the mammoth trek, but nothing 
could prepare me for the effects of 
altitude. 


I know I was opening and closing 
my mouth, but it just felt like I 
wasn’t taking in any air. Then came 
the drunken feeling, and as I 
explored the local markets in Cusco 
- packed with Alpaca garments and 
locally crafted tapestries - I felt 
myself dizzying and becoming 
short of breath every two steps. 
How was I going to cope when we 
started trekking? 

On our ‘acclimatisation hike’ our 
mixed group bonded and we started 
to learn about one other. Some 
people were there for specific 
reasons, like Gary Ayliffe, who lost 
both his mum and best friend to 
breast cancer. And I felt honoured 
to walk alongside breast cancer 
survivor Amanda Barr who was 
diagnosed with the disease aged 
just 39. 

Everyone was different in their own 
way; there was an optician, 
shopkeeper, teacher and accountant, 
from different places and of very 
different walking abilities. But that 
is one of the things that made the 
trek enjoyable, getting to know this 
mixed bag of people and learning 
about their lives. 


Throughout the hours of hiking, 
our guide Fred delved into the 
history of the Incas. Instantly, I 
understood their connection to 
nature and Mother Earth. It is a 
culture that, although conquered by 
Catholicism, is still extremely 
spiritual. These people believe in 
the afterlife and, most importantly, 
put nature above everything else. 
Walking along the Inca Trail itself 
- our route covered a 26-mile 
section - you feel embedded in 
nature. It feels like everything 
around you is breathing, from the 
rocks to the trees. It’s as though the 
mountains are alive and you can 
feel their energy.

AN historic seafort off the coast of 
England has undergone a £3m makeover 
to become an unlikely holiday retreat. 
Spitbank Fort, pictured left, was built 
between 1867 and 1878 to withstand a 
potential attack by the French navy and 
features 5ft-thick granite walls. 

Situated in The Solent - the stretch of 
water separating the UK mainland from 
the Isle of Wight - the stronghold stands a 
mile out to sea and can only be reached 
by boat or helicopter. 

But after sitting empty for years, it has 
now been converted into a luxury £350- 
a-night hotel with nine bedrooms, a 
Crow's Nest bar, hot tub, sundeck and 
restaurant. 

There's even a firepit where visitors can sit 
on cool winter evenings to watch sailing 
boats, cruise liners and warships floating 
past. 

Many of the fort's original features have 
been kept intact and incorporated into 
the new design, with gun ports 

transformed into bedroom windows 
and gunpowder rooms 
transformed into cosy lounges. 
Groups of up to 18 guests 
can hire the fort exclusively 
for £5,000, which includes 
lunch on arrival, a 
champagne reception, 
a three-course dinner 
and breakfast the 
following morning. 
Mark Watts, general 
manager of the 
hotel, told reporters: 
"It was an empty 
shell when we 
bought it in 2010. 

"It has been used 
for various things in 
the past but we 
had this plan to turn 
it into a luxury hotel 
in the middle of the 
Solent. 

"We've been open 
for five months now 
and we've had an 
amazing response."

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No let-up in New Year 
drink-drive campaign 


ESSEX Police will be stepping up 
its anti-drinking driving campaign 
over the New Year period 

Officers have already breathal¬ 
ysed a total of 1,290 motorists this 
month and found 45 over the legal 
limit. 

The force has pledged police 
will be patrolling towns with 
bustling night time economies as 
well as rural areas where some 
drivers think they have less chance 
of getting caught drunk behind the 
wheel. 

Casualty reduction manager 
Adam Pipe said: “I want to 
encourage people who say that 
they regularly see people driving 
who they know have been drink¬ 
ing to contact police or give infor¬ 
mation anonymously to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111. 

“We will taken action, but we 
need the public to support our 
campaign, 365 days of the year, 
and make that call.” 

Ann Scott, regional manager 
for Crimestoppers, said: “If some¬ 
one has information about a regu¬ 
lar drink driver they may feel 


uncomfortable about going to the 
police. Crimestoppers can take 
this information 100 per cent 
anonymously 

“We do not ask for the caller’s 
name or any personal details. We 
do not trace or record our calls and 
those giving information do not 
have to give a statement to the 
Police or go to court. Nobody will 
know you called. 

“In the 23 years we have been 
running, Crimestoppers has never 
broken its promise of anonymity”. 

Mr Pipe added: “This year’s 
message is to plan in advance how 
you are going to get home after a 
night out. 

“If you intend to drink alcohol, 
leave the car at home and take 
public transport or pre book a taxi. 
If you are going out in a group, 
nominate a designated driver who 
will only drink soft drinks for the 
evening. 

“Think about the consequences. 
Losing your licence means not 
only being unable to drive but 
could mean losing your job and 
then unable to pay your bills.” 


Council shutdown to save 
taxpayers about £100,000 


HARLOW Council expects to 
save more than £100,000 by sus¬ 
pending all services over the 
Christmas and New Year period. 

The shutdown savings will be 
made through reductions in staff 
pay and winter energy and build¬ 
ing costs.

“While buildings may be 
closed, we have put arrangements 
in place so people can contact us 
in the event of an emergency and 
services will remain on standby.”

JACK REACHER

THE US premiere of Jack Reacher, an 
explosive action thriller based on the book 
One Shot by Lee Child, was postponed in 
the wake of the shootings at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School. 

The decision was understandable as Christopher 
McQuarrie’s film opens with heartstopping scenes 
of a sniper taking aim at innocent bystanders on a 
riverbank, including a nanny cradling a terrified 
young child in her arms. 

Viewed through the gunman’s rifle scope to the 
steady beat of his breathing, the massacre sends 
shivers down the spine as shots ring out and 
figures tumble like rag dolls to the ground. 
McQuarrie accomplishes this haunting set piece 
with brio and restraint, replaying the slaughter 
from myriad perspectives later in the film as police 
uncover the clues to the shooter’s identity. 

Former military officer Jack Reacher (Tom Cruise) 
is a ghost in the system, even to the US 
government with all of the top-secret technology 
and resources at its disposal. But he is lured out of 
hiding when a mentally unstable sniper, James 
Barr (Joseph Sikora), is arrested for the murder of 
five innocent people outside PNC Park in 
Pennsylvania. 

Before Barr slips into a coma, he writes down 
three words - get Jack Reacher. 

On cue, Jack makes contact with lead detective 
Emerson (David Oyelowo) and district attorney 
Rodin (Richard Jenkins), convinced that the cops 
have caught their perpetrator. However, Rodin’s 
daughter, defence attorney Helen Rodin 
(Rosamund Pike), isn’t convinced of Barr’s guilt 
and she hires Jack to check the forensics. 

A scattershot chain of evidence leads Jack to 
criminal mastermind The Zee (Werner Herzog) 
and his sharp-shooting henchman (Jai Courtney), 
whose business interests may play part in the 
unfolding mystery. 

Jack Reacher is the first chapter of a potential new 
franchise for Cruise, based on the ninth book in 
Child’s ongoing series. 

It’s a solid genre piece, punctuated by smartly 


orchestrated action sequences, including a night¬ 
time chase through city streets and a couple of 
bruising fist fights. 

Cruise isn’t stretched in the lead role which asks 
him to play rough and tough, while Pike is an 
appealing love interest, However, Herzog is 


woefully miscast as an ex-con who gnawed off his 
digits in prison and inspires unintentional hilarity 
rather than fear with his utterances. 

Thankfully, Robert Duvall’s appearance as the 
owner of a shooting range in the second half 
prevents the film from capsizing.

S MALL, sturdy and capable 4x4s 
have been a cornerstone of 
Suzuki’s output for many years. 
As such, they have generated a loyal 
following around the world, with the 
Jimny its most recent example. 

Be it a holiday rental for use on 
rugged terrain or a trendy alternative 
to an urban runabout, the Jimny 
appeals to a broad user base. So 
updating such a popular car can be 
problematic: do you radically change 
things and risk alienating loyal 
owners or do you take a more 
conservative approach to maintain 
customer loyalty? 

It doesn’t take a genius to work out 
what direction Suzuki has taken with 
its latest range of Jimny updates, 
which results in the car looking a lot 
like its predecessor. 

The changes, albeit minimal, centre 
on the car’s appearance, with its solid 
mechanical base remaining 
unchanged. As such, the Suzuki 
faithful can breathe a big sigh of 
relief. 

Cosmetic tweaks to the nose and tail 
have resulted in a subtle but 
noticeable improvement to its 
appearance. With its squared-off 
profile it will always be a car from a 
different era, but that’s also largely 


hold a conversation without having to 
shout when you're back on Tarmac. 
And being a small car, the Jimny is a 
great tool for low speed duties. 
Around town its compact size, great 
visibility and raised driving position 
make it adept at scything through 
traffic, while it deflects poorly 
surfaced roads with the same 
enthusiasm as it dispatches rocks and 
ruts on an off-road trail.

And remember, its narrow, upright 
stance is also functional. Can you 
imagine threading a wider car 
through some of the country’s narrow 
country lanes without incurring any 
damage? 

The subtle cosmetic changes continue 
inside the Jimny’s cabin, with the 
SZ3 grade cars gaining new seat 
fabric and all cars receiving 
redesigned headrests and the now 
obligatory rear Isofix child seat 
mounting points. 

Despite Suzuki tweaking the Jimny’s 
aesthetic elements, the car’s 
mechanical bits have been left alone, 
which is testament to its underlying 
abilities. In basic form the revised 


Jimny remains a rare go-anywhere 
tool that delivers on its maker’s 
promise. 

With a four-wheel drive system 
complete with hardcore low ratio 
transmission, the little Jimny is 
capable of tackling some seriously 
big obstacles. 

Power still comes from Suzuki’s 
enthusiastic 1.3-litre four-cylinder 
petrol motor and while 85 
horsepower might not sound like 
much, the Jimny’s small footprint and 
the engine’s flat torque curve 
combine to make light work of even 
the harshest of conditions. 

Switching between transmission 
modes and the high-low ratios of the 
gearbox is as easy as pressing a 


button, and if you don’ like changing 
gear yourself Suzuki will even sell 
you a Jimny with an auto gearbox. 

As a highly mobile small or second 
car, the Jimny can make a lot of 
sense. It’s boxy shape not only gives 
it a kind of old-world charm but also 
makes it a breeze to park and 
manoeuvre, whether between two 
mighty oaks in the woods or two 
mighty lorries parked along a high 
street. 

Granted, the 1.3-litre engine needs to 
be worked hard to make serious 
progress.

Olympic heartbreak 
turns to joy for ace

THE London Olympics 

inspired a Harlow taekwondo 
player to complete his black 
belt grading exactly 20 years 
after injury forced him out of 
contention for a place in the 

Great Britain team for 

Barcelona 1992. 

Philip Jones, a member of 
Harlow’s Hadri Taekwondo 

Academy, was just 17 when a neck 
injury caused him to retire from the 
sport. 

It was heartbreaking for the teenager 
who had already been selected by Great 
Britain for the Olympics. 

But 20 years on and Jones, now 37, 
has found a fresh enthusiasm for the 
sport and worked his way up to black 
belt over the last few years. 

He joined other members of the 
Harlow club who travelled to 
Whitechapel in East London to take 
their black belt exams. 

Hadri Taekwondo Academy chief 
John Smallbone explained: “Philip was 
originally selected to represent the 
British Taekwondo team in the 1992 
Barcelona Olympic Games. 

“However, one month before the 
games he suffered a serious neck injury 
preventing him from competing and 
causing him to retire from the sport. 

“Nearly 20 years on and being 
inspired by the Olympics being held in 
London, he decided to return to the 
sport. 

“He joined Harlow’s Hadri 
Taekwondo Academy in late 2011 and 
has for the last 14 months been training 
hard to re-learn the syllabus required to 
re-sit his black belt exam.” 

The exam was conducted by 7th dan 
Grand Master Keith Evans, an Olympic 
Games and international referee and 


consultant to the Kukkiwon, the world's 
taekwondo headquarters based in 
Korea. 

Jones sat his exam with fellow 
Harlow student Lee Beckwith, who was 
going for his second dan, and club 
instructor Smallbone, going for his 3rd 
dan, along with eight other students 
from the Hadri academy’s other three 
centres. 

The two-hour exam comprised tradi¬ 
tional, sports and self-defence elements 
of the martial art and was passed by all 
three Harlow members. 


Jones, Smallbone and Beckwith will 
soon be presented with their official 
Kukkiwon certification, which is 
regarded as the highest standard in the 
world and recognised globally. 

Smallbone added: “This has been the 
icing on the cake this year. I'm proud of 
what of what my students, Phil and Lee, 
have achieved and have built on the suc¬ 
cess of the club this year with national 
and international gold medallist. 

“Phil coming to the club has brought 
valuable experience and he now works 
alongside me as a highly valued assis¬ 


tant instructor.” 

Smallbone helped prepare England 
taekwondo players who competed at the 
2010 Commonwealth Games and has 
been chosen to train players for the 
2014 Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow. 

He will train 2012 Junior British 
Champion Aston White, who has been 
selected for Team GB and will represent 
the side internationally. 

The Hadri Taekwondo Academy is 
based at Burnt Mill School in Second 
Avenue.
